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This invention provides a simple but ingenious solution to the problems discussed above. 
In accordance with one embodiment shown in Figure 3, the article 16 (e.g. chub) is disposed in a 
fixture, generally indicated at 20, which may be aluminum, steel or almost any plastic material 
having characteristics, in response to radiation from the accelerator 12, substantially 
corresponding to those of the article 16. The geometrical configuration of the fixture 20 in a 
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
